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An apparatus and method for eliminating the noise 
comprises a power supply unit, a voltage 
monitoring circuit, a voice amplifier installed 
in the output of the voltage monitoring circuit, 
and a speaker installed in the output of the 
voice amplifier. At first, the power supply 
inputs the voltage. The voltage monitoring 
circuit detects and compares the input voltage

with a defaulted voltage for inputting a signal 
to control the voice amplifier. When the input 
voltage is smaller than the defaulted voltage, 
the voltage monitoring circuit inputs a signal to 
turn off the voice amplifier. On the contrary, if 
the input voltage is greater than the defaulted 
voltage, the voltage monitoring circuit inputs a 
signal to turn on the voice amplifier, the voice

amplifier magnifies the sound signal and outputs 
the sound through the speaker. 
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
